ESTARLISHMENT OF AGENCY; DIRECTOR; 
FUNCTIONS 


ESTABLISHMENT OF CENTRAL INTELLIGENCE AGENCY _ 


Sec. 411. There is established in the executive branch of 


the Government an agency to be known as the Central Intelligence 
Agency (hereinafter in this title referred to as the "Agency")z,
